EMERGENCY talks are 
being held to save Harlow 
Town FC after its parent 
company was threatened 
with closure over unpaid 
tax bills. 

HM Revenues and Customs 
has filed a petition whieh 
seeks to wind up the business 
for debts totalling £42,000. 

It will present its case for 
Harlow Town Football Club 
Limited to go into liquidation in 
court next week. 

If it succeeds, the club could 
fold unless a new buyer is found. 

This week HTFC chief execu¬ 
tive Jeff Bothwell said a last- 
minute meeting with the club’s 
board of directors, shareholders 
and potential financial backers 
has been arranged in the hope that 
a deal can be thrashed out to save 
the business. 

And he said he may consider 
giving the company to chairman 
and director Simon Morgan in the 
hope he can solve the cashflow 
problems and keep it running. 

“I don’t believe the club will 
fold,” Mr Bothwell told the Star. 
“I think we will be able to reach 
some sort of arrangement with 
them. 

“We have an EGM (emergency 
general meeting) on July 21 with 




n 


directors, shareholders and peo¬ 
ple who want to invest in the club 
and I am confident we will sort 
something out.” 

Mr Bothwell said while the 
club had good financial backing, 
he was not able to transfer funds 
and shares at the moment because 
of an unrelated order preventing 
him from doing so. 

He said this, coupled with 
huge overheads on running 
HTFC’s new 3,500-spectator sta¬ 
dium at Barrows Farm which was 
built with funding from the 
Government’s Gateway Partner¬ 
ship, has caused the current prob¬ 
lems. 

“I love Harlow Town FC, I 


have been involved with it since 
1994 and I would do anything to ^ 
save it,” he said. 

Mr Morgan said he and Mr 
Bothwell were fighting “tooth 
and nail” to save the club. 

“It’s a resolvable situation 
which will be resolved,” he told ' 
the Star. “It will not be allowed to 
go under.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said he has been in con¬ 
tact with the club to 
offer support, add¬ 
ing: “I am extremely i 
concerned by this sit¬ 
uation.”

Wife sobs as she denies murder attempt 


A MOTHER-of-three accused of trying to 
suffocate her disabled husband wept in 
court as she told of the moment she put 
a pillow over his face. 

Tracey Roffey (37) is alleged to have 
used the pillow and a plastic bag in an 
attempt to kill husband Gary (47) at their 
home in Sheldon Close, Harlow, on 
November 4 last year. She denies the 
accusations. 

Mr Roffey suffers from the debilitating 
condition Motor Neurone Disease which 
has left him immobile from the neck 
down. 

Giving evidence at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Tuesday, Mrs Roffey said she 


put a pillow over his face because he 
twice said he no longer wanted to live 
after he wet himself. 

She said she flipped and grabbed the 
pillow to “shut him up” but when she 
realised what she was doing she stopped. 

She told the court she never had any 
intention of killing him, adding: “I felt so 
wicked and so ashamed because I scared 
him so much.” 

Mrs Roffey said she then drove to a 
supermarket with the intention of buying 
him some French bread to say sorry She 
denied ever placing a plastic bag over his 
head. 

Earlier, the jury was told Mrs Roffey 


had returned from a holiday in Spain in 
September 2008 to announce she was 
coming off the pill and would no longer 
have a sexual relationship with her hus¬ 
band. 

She said she had suffered night sweats 
and had been to a doctor who suggested 
the cause could have been the onset of an 
early menopause. She said she took the 
decision because she did not want to get 
pregnant again. 

She also said the diagnosis of Mr 
Roffey’s condition came as a bombshell 
but while she got on with it her husband 
often got frustrated and was very critical. 

The trial continues.

A HOMELESS couple lost all 
their possessions when yobs set 
light to the tent in they were liv¬ 
ing in. 

Glenn and Margaret Johnson have 
been sleeping under eanvas near 
Harlow Rugby Club for 10 weeks. 

They left the tent to go to Harlow home¬ 
less charity Streets 2 Homes in Wych Elm 
for a few hours on Monday morning but 
when they returned all that was left was the 
charred remains of their belongings. 

As well as clothes, bedding and toiletries, 
their supply of food was also destroyed. 
Ex-serviceman Mr Johnson (48) said: 

”We were coming back at 
about 12.45pm and were 
walking along Parndon Mill 
Lane when we saw a fire 
engine but we thought noth¬ 
ing of it. It wasn’t until we 
got closer we smelled the 
acrid smoke and saw what 
had happened. 

“We were just devastated. 
My wife suffers from anxi¬ 
ety and depression and this 
has done her no good at all.” 

Mr Johnson said the fire, 
which is now being investi¬ 
gated by police, has left him 
and his wife feeling unsafe 
in the town.

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Advice service cut ring under washbag 


costs councii EVsm

SLASHING the annual budget of 
Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice has 
cost Harlow Council a staggering 
£330,554.69 in redundancy payouts 
and associated costs. 

The cash-strapped service has been forced 
to let 10 members of staff go since the coun¬ 
cil cut its funding by 72 per cent, costing the 
authority £146,969.36 in redundancy pay¬ 
ments. 

Payments made to staff in lieu of notiee totalled 
£52,855.85, while National Insuranee contribu¬ 
tions added a further £6,197.26 to the final bill. 

The remaining £124,532.22 represents the 
costs incurred by the authority through the early 
payout on staff pensions, although this money will 
not be received directly by the former employees 
as it will be paid into Essex County Council’s 
local government pension scheme as a financial 
strain payment. 

The figures were officially published by the 
council Wednesday afternoon, three days after the 
Star requested the information following an 
anonymous tip-off regarding the scale of the 
costs. 

The council has already spent £24,000 fighting 
a legal battle over its decision to cut the budget. 

However, the authority has since agreed to con¬ 
tinue funding the vital service to the tune of 
£120,000 a year over a five-year-period, making 
an annual saving of approximately £380,000 on 
the previous HWRA contract cost of just under 
£500,000. 

The service, which offers free, impartial advice 
and support for the unemployed and those on low 
incomes, has been forced to cut its opening times 
and turn away potential clients as a result. 

But councillor Simon Carter, chairman of the 
policy and resources committee, said the service 
remained good value for money despite the enor¬ 
mous redundancy costs. 

“It has always been clear that we would have to 
make redundancy payments and it is obviously 
regrettable in this climate that any staff should be 
made redundant,” he said. “However, the council 
will be saving around £400,000 per year under the 
new arrangement and under the life of the con¬ 
tract this will be £2m saved for council taxpayers. 

“There will still be a specialist advice service 
available to those who need it and it brings our 
expenditure in line with other authorities.”

“I feel that if 
this account of the discov¬ 
ery is true and given the 
amount of hospital person¬ 
nel who had knowledge that 
the ring was missing and 
the fact police visited the 
ward, it would have handed 
back to us earlier. 

“Some of her clothing 
also had to be collected 
after her move to Epping 
but nothing was said about 
her ring being found.” 

The hospital has now 
reviewed protocols for stor¬ 
ing and recording patients’ 
belongings following a 
number of reports of jew¬ 
ellery allegedly being 
stolen from patients.

Harlow into one of the region’s top shopping and 
leisure destinations have been given the public’s 
seal of approval. 

More man 2,000 people visited an exhibition of the 
proposals to revitalise the negleeted northern part of the 
town eentre and have, in the main, responded positively 
to the seheme. 


Architect Neil Morris, who 
works for the London-based 
design team which drew up 
the plans, said: “I have been 
quite pleasantly surprised by 
the feedback. 

“I’m enthusiastic about 
making a big change to 
Harlow while keeping in with 
the familiar characteristics. 
We are hoping to put the town 
back on the map.” 

The redevelopment blue¬ 
print includes a new hotel, 
market place, leisure multi¬ 
plex and bus station as well as 
homes, a new theatre, under¬ 
ground parking and a 
revamped library and 
Terminus House. 

Up to 4,000 jobs could be 
created by the scheme. 

Developer Stockland hopes 
to submit a planning applica¬ 
tion to Harlow Council next 
year with the view of complet¬ 
ing the first phase of the proj¬ 
ect by 2013. 

Two-thirds of people voting 
in a poll on the Star website 
said the plans were “excel¬ 
lent”, although the remainder 
were less enthusiastic, with 18 
per cent describing them as 
“okay” and a similar number 
as “awful”.

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MPs are the guardians 
of the weak and poor 

SIR, Stan Newens’ loyal defence of Bill Rammell was, I 
am afraid, sadly misplaced. 

The expenses scandal is not a political party issue. All 
MPs have allowed an unjust system to continue with a 
few vocal exceptions and most have taken advantage of 
it. Do we really believe such people are morally 
competent to govern the country and take the vital 
decisions which are required to create a fairer society. I 
think not! 

Each present member of Parliament has to take 
responsibility for their action and lack of action. As to 
Mr Rammell being a committed constituency MP, it 
depends what one expects from an MP 
I do not doubt the time and effort he puts in. However, I 
do not judge the quality of an MP on their PR activity 
and the number of photos in the newspaper, nor even on 
the casework they take up on behalf of a small number 
of their constituents. We should have an advice centre 
for such activity. 

What Mr Rammell was elected to do was to represent 
the people of Harlow in the democratic decision-making 
body of the House of Commons, to hold the executive to 
account, to ensure by his scrutiny a society which will 
benefit the whole society and to protect the poor, weak 
and vulnerable. 

Almost immediately, he accepted office in the 
government which provided him with an even higher 
salary but prevented him from speaking against the 
government in Parliament and voting against the 
executive, which he was elected to hold to account. This 
means he has supported the present Government in 
virtually all of its policies which have led us into war, 
the suppression of liberties, to a fixed penalty justice 
system which favours the rich, to a lottery society which 
has resulted in the banking crisis and to a wider gap 
between rich and poor in this country since Victorian 
times. 

It is not insignificant that these well-paid representatives 
incessantly compare their pay to bankers, local 
government executives, top journalists etc. As 
representatives of their constituents they should be 
comparing themselves with shop assistants, factory 
workers or even state pensioners and those on benefit.

Judge suspends 
jail sentence on 
DVD pirate who 
sold fake discs 

A WAREHOUSE supervisor who 
sold pirated DVDs and CDs has 
walked free from eourt, despite 
being told by a judge he was 
stealing the eommercial goodwill 
of producers. 

John Ratchford (42), of Eongbanks, 
Harlow, was given a six-month 
prison sentence but this was 
suspended for two years. 

He pleaded guilty to a total of 10 
offences - three of selling 
counterfeit discs and seven of 
possessing them - under the 
Registered Trademark Act. The 
charges involved 163 film DVDs 
and five music CDs. 

He asked for seven other offences 
to be taken into consideration. 
Prosecutor Eadi Eapite said a 
trading standards officer carried out 
test purchases in January on 
Ratchford and in February a joint 
operation with Harlow police was 
undertaken. When he was arrested 
he had three boxes of discs 
containing 295 DVDs and 3,207 
CDs. 

The trademarks involved in the 
charges included 20th Century Fox, 
Warner Brothers, Paramount, 
Disney Enterprises and Sony 
Music. 

Mr Eapite said Ratchford had 
previously been issued with 
infringement notices for selling 
counterfeit DVDs on a number of 
occasions. 

David Holborn, representing 
Ratchford, said in mitigation his 
client accepted he had broken the 
law and added: “He asks for a 
chance.” 

Passing sentence at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Thursday, Judge 
John Gratwick said: “This court has 
to bear in mind the damage which 
is done to legitimate trade by the 
production and marketing of fake 
products.” 

Ratchford was also ordered to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid work 
and pay £1,000 towards prosecution 
costs. 


Town comes alive to

Skatepark lights switched back on after timer prank 


SKATERS have been given a 
warning after lights at Harlow’s 
skatepark in First Avenue were 
reprogrammed to stay on until 
the early hours of the morning. 

Council chiefs cut the power 
after local residents com¬ 
plained the high-voltage flood¬ 
lights were staying on until 
4am. 

The decision angered skaters 
who said they were being 
penalised for the actions of a 
minority and feared they would 
have nowhere to skate in the 
winter. 

But following intervention 


from the Star, the council this 
week restored power with a 
warning that the timer must not 
be tampered with again. 

Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment and 
community committee, said: 
“There is an agreement with 
residents and skateboarders, 
and as part of the planning 
decision, that the floodlights 
are not used beyond 10pm. 

“Unfortunately some users 
had tampered with the timer 
and this was causing problems 
for residents as the lights have 
been on late into the night. 


“The supply had been dis¬ 
connected temporarily while 
the doors were repaired and a 
secure lock fitted. It is a shame 
that a few users are vandalising 
the very facility they worked 
hard to get when the majority 
are looking after it.” 

He added: “Having no flood¬ 
lights did not cause any prob¬ 
lems for those who wanted to 
use the facility within the 
agreed times due to the current 
lighter evenings.” 

It cost the council £500 in 
equipment and officer time to 
secure the timer box.

Safety tests 
scam lands 
pair in dock 
on fraud rap 

TWO mechanics have been given 
suspended prison sentences after 
admitting to their involvement in 
an MOT scam run from a Harlow 
test centre. 

Eric Swift (66) allowed potential 
death-traps onto the roads by 
issuing test certificates to 
unroadworthy vehicles, 
Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told. 

Swift started manipulating the 
system after becoming 
“disillusioned” with his 
employers who were not involved 
in the scam. 

Investigations began after co¬ 
defendant Thomas Browne (54) 
took a car with excessively 
corroded brake lines, a leaking 
exhaust and a faulty parking 
brake to be tested at MOTs ’R’ 
Uz, in South Road, and was given 
a pass certificate by Swift. 

The owner of the test centre 
became concerned and installed 
CCTV cameras which helped the 
police investigate testing 
procedures. 

Richard Potts, prosecuting, said 
Swift would carry out the fake 
tests on cars belonging to 
customers of mechanics who 
contacted him directly, without 
the vehicle being on site. 
“Subsequently the vehicle would 
usually turn up and a cursory 
check on it would be done and 
Swift would print off a pass 
certificate for vehicles which had 
not been tested properly at all,” 
said Mr Potts. 

Browne, a self-employed mech¬ 
anic, had taken a vehicle which 
was not roadworthy to Swift for 
testing. “He was simply drinking 
tea with Swift during the time the 
computer was ostensibly 
running,” said Mr Potts. 

Swift, of Wisbech, pleaded guilty 
to five offences of fraud and 
asked for 10 other offences to be 
taken into consideration. 

He was sentenced to six months 
on each to run concurrently 
which was suspended for two 
years. He was also ordered to 
complete 250 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £500 prosecution 
costs. 

Browne, of Bishop’s Stortford, 
pleaded guilty to one offence of 
fraud and was sentenced to three 
months imprisonment suspended 
for two years, 100 hours of 
unpaid work and £500 costs.

ID checks to snare 
council tax cheats

COUNCIL chiefs in Harlow are getting 
tough on tax cheats by carrying out rig¬ 
orous checks on people claiming dis¬ 
counts. 

Residents living alone are entitled to a 25 per 
eent reduetion on tbe amount they pay but tbe 
authority said in some eases fraudulent elaims 
are made wbieb until now bave been diffieult to 
identify. 

The council has now started undertaking regular 
checks to find out who is cheating the system by ille¬ 
gally registering for the discount by comparing its 
records of sole occupier claimants with records held 
by other organisations. 

Where there is a discrepancy the council will inves¬ 
tigate further and may take legal action which could 
result in a court fine and an order to repay the cash. 

Simon Carter, chairman of the council’s policy and 
resources committee said: “Most people claiming the 
discount will be genuine claimants but our experience 
suggests there are some fraudulent claims. 

“That used to be difficult to prove but we now have 
powers to cross-check with other agencies and prose¬ 
cute people suspected of making false claims.” 

He added: “There is no amnesty period. If your cir¬ 
cumstances change you must tell us immediately. 
Fraud like this affects everyone as other council tax 
payers are charged more to cover the cost of the sole 
occupier discount.” 

Anyone wanting to check their eligibility for a sin¬ 
gle person discount or notify the council of a change 
of circumstance should call Contact Harlow on 
(01279) 446655. 


Owner's distress after cat 
suffers sickening injuries 


A CAT owner whose pet suffered horrific injuries 
believes it may have been attacked by thugs. 

The two-year-old tabby called Kitty was found 
under bushes at Staple Tye after going missing 
from her home in Longbanks, Harlow. 

She was very thin and suffering from a broken 
jaw and multiple fractures to a hind leg which 
was so badly damaged it had to be amputated. 

Although it is not known what happened to 
her, owner Gabrielle Hall (51) said she was told 
by a vet that the injuries could have been inflict¬ 
ed deliberately. 

“I think it is just sickening,” Mrs Hall told the 
Star this week. “My granddaughter found Kitty 
and has been left heartbroken by what has hap¬ 
pened and I have to keep holding back tears 
when I think about what may have happened to 
her. 

“She was just in such a terrible state and I just 
want people to be aware there might be some¬ 
body out there inflicting these sorts of injuries on 
cats. 

“I am so upset I’m not letting out my cats at 
night now.”

ANDREW Prangnell’s 
uncompromisingly bleak new 
play sets out to shock while 
laying bare the harsh realities of 
life in a dysfunctional family. 

Set in the front room of a 
house shared by dmg dealer 
Paul (Jamie Anderson) and his 
severely autistic younger sibling 
Owen (Ben Parsley), the gritty 
drama explores the strained 
relationship between three 
brothers who find it difficult to 
relate to one another. 

While Paul has been caring for 
Owen since the death of their 
mother seven years earlier, 
eldest brother Adam (James 
Thompson) has been fighting 
with the Army in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and has returned a 
bitter and broken man suffering 
from Post-Traumatic Stress 
Disorder. 

He cannot understand his 
youngest brother's condition 


and shows contempt for him 
and Paul, dismissing their plans 
to move to Cornwall in search 
of a better life. 

However, the pair’s dream 
seems to be in tatters when 
Owen finds a gun in Adam’s 
bag and accidentally shoots 
one of Paul’s customers, Lesley 
(Kate Millner), who arrives at 
the house to buy dmgs. 
Anderson’s undeniable talent 
then came to the fore when he 
brilliantly stepped into the role 
of protector, reassuring Owen 
while demanding to know 
why Adam had a gun. 

But the full scale of the tragedy 
was yet to play out and came 
with a moment of redemption 
for Adam, who ultimately must 
make the ultimate sacrifice to 
protect his younger siblings 
when armed police arrive at 
the scene. 

With convincing performances 
from four talented cast 
members, this was a hard¬ 
hitting production.

A SITCOM is nothing without 
strong characters, and a stage 
adaptation of a sitcom is always 
at risk of diluting the quirks and 
idiosyncrasies of the W show's 
stars beyond recognition. 

But from the moment Jon 
McNamara strolled onto the 
stage, poured himself a scotch 
and settled down for a blissfully 
peaceful evening with nothing 
but his goldfish and classical 
LPs for company, there was no 
mistaking his role for anything 
other than that of crotchety 
divorce Henry Willows. 
McNamara was simply brilliant 
in his reprisal of John Thaw's 
character in Home To Roost, 
replicating the dry wit, 
irascibility and hidden warmth 
of a man who comes to realise 
solitude is not the life he craves. 
When his estranged son 
Matthew (played with great 
conviction by Dan Powell) 
turns up on his doorstep with 


his pierced and pregnant 
girlfriend Christine (Kerry 
Rowland), Henry is initially 
hesitant to try and patch up 
their strained relationship. 

But when nagging yet 
confusingly coquettish ex-wife 
Sue (Biddie McAlpine, playing it 
coy and cool) completes the 
triumvirate of unwelcome 
house guests, Henry reluctantly 
slips into the role of husband 
and father as one crisis leads to 
another and the family man 
within him begins to stir from 
its enforced torpor. 

Before long, he finds himself in 
bed with his ex-wife, his 
layabout son reluctantly agrees 
to go back to college and an 
unwanted grandchild is 
revealed to be someone else's 
concern. 

The cast excelled under the 
direction of Claire Quley to 
skilfully depict the affecting tale 
of a man who finally achieves 
personal salvation in the last 
place he thought to look -his 
own family.

DAVID Yates returns to the director’s 
chair for the penultimate instalment 
of JK Rowling’s magical series as the 
boy wizard and his friends face their 
toughest test yet. 

Thankfully this is a marked improvement 
on The Order Of The Phoenix, riding 
some of the same dark undercurrents as 
The Prisoner OfAzkaban which remains 
the strongest adventure in the series thus 
far. 

The gloomy tone is set from the opening 
sequence in the Muggle world, where 
three Death Eaters cause the collapse of 
the Millennium Bridge in London. 
Younger viewers may need to hide 
behind their hands as Draco Malfoy 
stamps on Harry's head, Katie Bell 
comes under attack from a cursed 


necklace and Bellatrix Lestrange and her 
cronies launch a night-time attack on the 
Weasleys. 

To counterbalance the darkness, 
screenwriter Steve Kloves focuses on the 
frequently comical growing pains of 
Harry (Daniel Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert 
Grint) and Hermione (Emma Watson) as 
they fall victim to raging teenage 
hormones. 

Thus, Ron tries to extricate himself from 
a scarily passionate Lavender Brown 
(Jessie Cave) while Harry wrestles with 
his feelings for Ron's sister Ginnie 
(Bonnie Wright). As for Hermione, she 
tries to make Ron jealous by lavishing 
her affections on Cormac McLaggen. 
Meanhile, Professor Severus Snape is 
announced as the school’s new Defence 
Against The Dark Arts teacher to the 
delight of Slytherin House, Ron and 
Hermione continue with their studies 
and Harry spends time with headmaster 
Albus Dumbledore (Michael Gambon) 
and a Pensieve memory device which 
delves into evil Lord Voldemort's past. 
Harry's bitter rivalry with Malfoy comes 
to a head atop the Astronomy Tower, 


where one of the boy wizard’s friends 
sacrifices himself for the greater good. 
Plarry Potter And The Half-Blood Prince 
condenses Rowling’s hefty book into a 
mere 156 minutes which pass at a fair 
lick. Key scenes are sacrificed while 
others are amalgamated and there are 
only brief appearances by Hagrid 
(Robbie Coltrane), Remus (David 
Thewlis) and Wormtail (Timothy Spall). 
Visual effects are near flawless as usual, 
seamlessly melded with the live action 
including the welcome return of 
Quidditch. 

The central trio continue to improve as 
actors, showing deft comic timing while 
Jim Broadbent makes his mark as the 
guilt-ridden addition to the Hogwarts 
teaching fold. 

Yates marshals all of the technical 
elements with increasing confidence and 
skill, but there's still something missing, 
an emotional resonance that has readers 
of Rowling's books in floods of tears. 
Crucially, the film's most important 
sequence doesn't deliver the emotional 
sucker punch we're expecting - Radcliffe 
cannot cry convincingly on camera.

Cowley said: “I am over the moon to get a 
contract with Huelva. We have played them a 
few times recently and thankfully I did a pretty 
good job in front of their scouts. 

“I hope I can score a few goals and get them 
promoted back into La Liga. This is a huge 
opportunity for me and I am definitely going to 
take it and show the Spanish clubs just how 
good English players can be on foreign soil. 
“I’ve had an unbelievable year with Glenn and 
the coaches and in that time I know I’ve really 
come on. They really do a superb job, the 
coaching is second to none and I can’t thank 
Glenn and the team enough for all the effort 
they have put in. It’s been simply brilliant here 
and I will miss the coaches and all the players.” 
Hoddle added: “This is a very proud day for me 
and everyone at the GHA, players and staff 
alike. It also vindicates my belief in the concept 
of giving players released too soon a second 
chance. 

“ We’ve given him the opportunity and now it’s 
down to him to take it.”
